I  shall  always  re- 
member in  one  of  my  last  editorials 
that  I  suggested  the  creation  of  teach- 
ing facilities  close  to  Memorial  Hos- 
pital in  order  to  save  precious  teaching 
time  lost  in  transit  back  to  the  single 
building  on  Clay  Street  which  con- 
tained all  of  the  facilities  for  medicine, 
dentistry,  and  pharmacy.

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New  Law  Creates  Virginia  Commonwealtli  University

On  March  1,  1968,  Governor  Mills 
E.  Godwin,  Jr.,  signed  into  law  legis- 
lation unanimously  passed  by  the  Vir- 
ginia House  of  Delegates  and  the 
Virginia  Senate  creating  Virginia  Com- 
monwealth University.  Under  the 
provisions  of  this  law,  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  will  become  the 
MCV  Health  Science  Division  of  Vir- 
ginia Commonwealth  University. 

This  legislation  was  founded  in  the 
recommendations  of  the  Wayne  Com- 
mission appointed  in  May,  1966.  by 
the  Governor  to  study  the  feasibiUty  of 
creating  a  major  university  in  Rich- 
mond. The  deliberations  of  this  com- 
mittee, intensively  pursued,  were  con- 
tributed to  by  many  members  of  the 
MCV  family.  The  report  of  the  Com- 
mission, released  in  November,  1967, 
was  endorsed  by  the  administration  of 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  and 
the  MCV  Board  of  Visitors;  and 
earlier  its  basic  ideas  had  been  ap- 
proved in  principal  by  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Associa- 
tion. The  law  provides  that  MCV  and 
RPI  become  part  of  a  new  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University  to  be  lo- 
cated in  Richmond  and  to  be  adminis- 
tered by  a  15-meniber  Board  of  Visi- 
tors, four  of  whom  will  come  from  the 
existing  board  at  MCV.  The  hiring  of 
a  president  will  be  the  new  board's 
first  order  of  business.  The  adminis- 
trator of  MCV  Health  Science  Division 
of  Virginia  Commonwealth  University 
will  report  directly  to  the  president  of 
Virginia  Commonwealth  University. 
For  two  years,  by  law,  the  present 
MCV  Board  will  remain  in  existence  as 
an  advisory  group  to  the  Board  of  the 
University. 

It  is  anticipated  that  there  are  a 
number  of  advantages  which  will  ac- 
crue to  the  benefit  of  MCV  through 
the  creation  of  Virginia  Common- 
wealth University  and  the  inclusion  of 
MCV  as  its  Health  Science  Division. 
In  setting  forth  those  enumerated  be- 
low I  have  borrowed  extensively  from 
material  prepared  earlier  combining 
the  thoughts  of  many  who  have  given 
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attention  to  this  matter: 

1.  The  opportunity  for  scientists  in 
the  medical  center  to  exchange  views 
and  work  with  their  colleagues  in  the 
college  of  arts  and  science  and  other 
schools  will  strengthen  the  medical 
sciences  and  avoid  duplication  of 
staffing. 

2.  Since  the  "cause"  of  disease  is 
associated  at  least  in  part  with  a  pat- 
tern of  socio-economic  factors,  the 
health  science  schools  will  profit  from 
a  close  relationship  with  a  university 
faculty  concerned  with  sociology,  an- 
thropology, psychology,  and  related 
behavioral  sciences,  as  well  as  faculty 
in  economics,  engineering,  and  com- 
munity planning.  The  opportunity  for 
cooperative  research,  teaching,  and 
service  will  be  of  immense  benefit  to 
the  community  and  state. 

3.  Specific  programs  such  as  hospi- 
tal administration,  nursing,  and  phar- 
macy will  profit  by  a  more  formal  rela- 
tionship with  university  faculty  through 
higher  quality  courses  than  are  now 
provided  to  our  programs  by  a  co- 
operative arrangement  with  RPI  or  by 
use  of  part-time  faculty. 

4.  The  university  will  provide  a 
broader  base  of  resources  for  continu- 
ing education  programs  now  provided 
to  health  science  practitioners. 

5.  The  MCV  Health  Science  Divi- 
sion will  have  access  to  a  newly  created 
library  in  the  new  university  that  will 
be  very  valuable  to  faculty  and  stu- 
dents and  a  new  resource  in  the  Rich- 
mond area. 

6.  The  university  setting  will  help 
recruitment  of  new  faculty  at  MCV, 
most  of  whom  have  had  their  own 
experience  in  a  university.  The  cul- 
tural and  recreational  advantages  of  a 
university  are  a  distinct  attraction; 
their  absence  in  the  past  has  cost  us 
faculty. 

7.  University  affiliation  will  elimi- 
nate objections  voiced  by  national 
foundations,  granting,  and  accrediting 
agencies  to  the  non-university  con- 
nected health  science  center. 

As  of  July  1,  1968,  Virginia  Com- 


monwealth University  and  its  MCV 
Health  Science  Division  will  exist  in 
fact.  Argument  and  discussion  with 
reference  to  the  wisdom  of  the  ap- 
proach now  are  academic.  Within  the 
framework  of  the  newly  created  insti- 
tution, the  opportunity  exists  to  make 
MCV  not  just  one  of  the  best  medical 
schools  in  the  United  States  but  the 
best.  May  each  of  us,  as  MCV  alumni, 
seize  every  opportunity  to  contribute 
to  this  newer,  potentially  greater, 
source  of  Virginia  health  science  edu- 
cation.

Bulletin  From 
Vietnam 

J.  Dennis  Mull,  M'65 


I'm  now  into  my  17th  month  in  the 
Mekong  Delta,  of  Vietnam.  Most  of 
this  time  has  been  spent  working  in  a 
civilian  Vietnamese  hospital,  where  I 
run  the  outpatient  clinic  and  the  medi- 
cal ward.  I  also  do  quite  a  lot  of  sur- 
gery and  pediatrics  and,  in  fact,  just 
about  everything  that  comes  along. 
One  day  a  week  we  go  out  into  nearby 
contested  villages  to  treat  patients  in 
the  name  of  the  government. 

The  patients  are  enormously  grate- 
ful for  help,  perhaps,  especially  so, 
because  most  have  never  seen  a  doctor 
before.  They  give  me  chickens,  mon- 
keys, dog  meat,  blood  soup,  and  other 
such  gifts  of  appreciation;  and  there's 
even  a  child  running  around  some- 
where with  the  name  Dennis  Vo 
Truong. 

The  sources  of  frustration  here  are 
nearly  innumerable;  and  most  are  vast 
in  scope,  both  medically  and  mili- 
tarily. Nevertheless,  the  work  is  fas- 
cinating and  rewarding;  and  that's  why 
I  elected  to  spend  my  second  military 
year  here  instead  of  going  home. 

I've  had  the  good  fortune  of  receiv- 
ing the  Army  Commendation  medal, 
the  Bronze  Star,  and  the  Vietnamese 
Army  Civil  Service  Award;  but  it's  not 
all  a  matter  of  raking  in  tokens  of  ap- 
preciation here.  Not  everyone  appre- 
ciates my  efforts,  as  you  might  gather 
from  the  fact  that  I've  been  shot  at 
five  times;  mined  three  times  on  the 
road;  mortared  three  times  at  night; 
and  once,  caught  a  woman  carrying  a 
grenade  into  my  clinic.  Fortunately, 
Saturday  nights  in  the  MCV  emergency 
rooms  prepared  me  well  for  dealing 
with  contentious  characters  and  war- 
zone  medicine.
